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Residents hit as 
energy film folds

HOMEOWNERS are despairing 
of ever getting back the 
hundreds of pounds they gave a 
solar energy firm which is now 
in liquidation. 

Residents of Burwell, Fordham 
and Kennett are among those who 
paid the Energy Saving Group (ESG) 
£500 expecting to be referred to a 
solar panel installer and receive 
subsidised or free panels. 

Geoff Cooper, of Toyse Lane in Burwell, 
signed a contract with Energy Saving 
Improvements Limited, which traded as ESG, 
in October 2010, but cancelled it and 
requested a refund in August or September 
2011 because nothing had been installed. He 
has not been repaid and said he felt he had 
been “ripped off”. 

He said: “If they have gone into liquidation 
the only hope there can be is that we get 
pennies back really. If somebody has gone 
bankrupt you don’t get that much back.” 

Other ESG customers, like Maureen and 
George Earl from North Street in Burwell, 
were told their properties no longer qualified 
under the £500 scheme but they would be 
refunded.

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Police to increase 
council tax share 

SUFFOLK Police has voted to increase its 
share of council tax bills by 3.75 per cent. 

The county’s police authority selected 
the rise instead of a tax freeze and one-off 
Government grant of £1.25m on Monday. 

Suffolk’s force is required to make 
savings of more than £7m in the financial 
year as part of a four-year programme of 
cuts to 2014/15 estimated at £17.7m. 

An extra £1.55m will be raised by the 
tax increase in 2012/13 and the rise will 
allow officer numbers to increase to more 
than 1,200 in the coming years from their 
existing 1,167. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash had 
warned authority members that a council 
tax freeze would cost the force at least 
£ 1.66m a year from 2013/14 which would 
leave officer numbers at fewer than 1,200 
and put significant strains on operational 
capability and service quality. 

The authority has agreed a revenue 
budget of £112.2m for policing Suffolk as 
well as its capital programme and savings 
plan. The latter includes making savings 
of £4.5m by collaborating with the 
Norfolk force. 

Ioanna Spicer, chairman of the Police 
Authority, said: “Throughout our debates, 
we have been mindful of the financial 
pressures facing Suffolk’s council tax¬ 
payers and I know that today’s decision 
for a small increase may disappoint some 
people. 

“However, it is important to 
understand that we were facing a stark 
choice and we all agreed the importance 
of maintaining the long-term resilience of 
the constabulary and its capability to 
provide a good quality policing service.”

Matthew’s 1-year-old 
son Teddy was also 
treated at the unit after 
he was born some four- 
weeks premature. 

John, who is from 
Soham and works for 
mobile phone retailer 
Phones 4 U,and 
Matthew, from Isleham 
and who is a GP based 
in Thetford, both hope to 
raise about £1,000 for 
the unit. 

John said: “My son 
and stepson were both 
treated at the unit and 
Matthew’s little boy was 
too so we both know 
first hand how amazing 


the unit is. 

“The nurses there 
inevitably saved our 
sons’ lives and we want 
to do something to say 
thank you. 

“The Legends of 
Sherwood race looked 
fun and seemed like a 
challenge so we decided 
we’d take part. 

“It’s going to be 
tough but we’ve been 
training a bit so 
hopefully all will be fine. 

“We originally set out 
to raise £500 for the 
unit but we’ve already 
exceeded that target 
and now we hope to 
raise around £1,000.” 

The 10km race is 
being held in Sherwood 
Pines, Nottinghamshire, 
on the night of Saturday, 
March 3. 

Competitors will have 
to complete the 
obstacle-filled marathon 
in complete darkness, 
tackling obstacles such 
as woodland and 
swamps.

Farm fears as lambs 
struck by killer virus 


SCORES of lambs at a farm 
near Mildenhall have been 
killed by a virus affecting 
dozens of businesses in the 
region. 

Clive Sleightholme has lost 75 of 
the 1,700 lambs born at Mayfield 
Farm in West Row so far in 2012 to 
the Schmallenberg virus (SBV) 
which has been dubbed “deformed 
lamb disease”. 

Another 1,200 lambs will be born 
at his farm in the coming weeks 
and the farmer has been left 
wondering how many will survive. 

Describing the condition of the 
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lambs born with the virus which 
causes deformities and 
miscarriages in sheep, goats and 
cattle, Mr Sleightholme said: “The 
legs were fused together and 
tucked underneath, its head was 
angular, not formed properly. 

“They had undershot jaws and 
they weren’t fleshed out properly 
but nearly every one was alive 
when it was pulled out but only 
lived seconds up to a minute.” 

The disease looks set to have 


grave financial consequences for 
farms affected, whose lambs can be 
worth between £85 and £90 when 
ready for the market. 

Some farms in East Anglia have 
reported up to a quarter of their 
lambs have been affected. 

The virus has been found in 
England for the first time after it 
was detected in Germany six 
months ago. It is believed midges 
spread it to Britain. 

The majority of the 40 farms 
where SBV has been identified have 
been in Suffolk, Norfolk and Kent 
and East Sussex but outbreaks have 
also occurred in Essex, Hert¬ 


fordshire and West Sussex. 

Several hundred farms in 
Germany, the Netherlands, 
Belgium and north-east France 
have been hit to date. 

The virus is not believed to affect 
humans and farmers do not have to 
tell the authorities if their 
businesses experience an outbreak. 

The SBV will be among the issues 
covered at a Progressive Sheep 
Conference being held at 
Agriculture House in Willie Snaith 
Road, Newmarket, on Thursday by 
Eblex, an organisation which 
promotes England’s beef and sheep 
meat.

Groundwater flooding 
can hit up to weeks 
after severe rainfall and 
can last for weeks.

Spacing out roadworks ‘could have eased their 


A COUNCILLOR who is 
registered blind has been 
unable to catch a bus into 
Newmarket because he 
can’t cross the road to a 
temporary stop. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert, of Noel 
Murless Drive in Newmarket, 
said he has not been able to 
safely cross the A142 Fordham 
Road to pick up the 10a from 
the other side. 

He has been relying on his 
wife, Cindy, for lifts into town 
and when she is at work, he has 
been catching taxis or walking. 

The 10a would ordinarily 
have travelled down Willie 
Snaith Road, through Croft 
Road and up Noel Murless 
Drive but the diversion 
bypassing the latter two roads 
has been in place while 
resurfacing works take place 
along Exning Road, All Saints 
Road and Warrington Street. 

The Newmarket town 
councillor said the only option 
left for some people, including 
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the elderly, had been taking a 
taxi. He said spacing the works 
out could have eased their 
impact and left more roads 
open for people to travel on if 
their desired route had been 
affected. 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokeswoman said: “The 
county council has taken 
various measures to ensure that 
the changes to the bus routes 
have been widely comm¬ 
unicated. Notices have been 
placed at each bus stop with 
information regarding temp¬ 
orary bus stops. 

“All affected bus companies 
have been advised and the 
drivers have been comm¬ 
unicating directly with 
passengers where possible. All 
routes will return to normal 
following the completion of the 
works which is programmed for 
Thursday (today).”

Mrs George, 68, said they had paid the £500 
on signing up in December 2010. A survey of 
their property was carried out and they had 
received the rejection letter the following spring. 

She said: “They said that our house was not 
suitable for panels because we have got dormer 
windows, which the salesman at the time should 
have known.” 

She said she doubted they would get their 
money back.

Limited, which trades as Energy Reduction UK, 
had been set up and its directors are listed on 
www. companycheck. 

co.uk as James Manley and Steven Dickson, 
former directors of ESG. 

Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “I have grave concerns 
about the way this company (ESG) has been 


operating and specifically that this has led to a 
number of my constituents losing a significant 
sum of money. 

“I am continuing to pursue this matter with 
Trading Standards and with the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change, but I also want to 
urge my constituents to take care in dealing with 
companies offering this kind of service.” 

He encouraged other constituents who have 
had problems with ESG or other companies to 
contact him and said people should only deal 
with Microgeneration Certification Scheme 
(MCS)-registered companies. 

Mr Dickson is reported to have said in a 
statement that the group's liquidators will do 
everything possible to recover money owing to 
ESG in order to repay people owed money by 
the group. To check whether a company is MCS- 
registered, visit www.microgeneration 
certification.org.

Allowances are 
frozen at council 

County’s share of tax will also stay the same 


SUFFOLK county coun¬ 
cillors have voted to freeze 
members’ allowances and 
the authority’s share of 
council tax for the coming 
year. 

The measures were approved as 
part of the council’s 2012/13 
budget, which will see the 
authority make savings of £26m in 
the next financial year. 

The move on allowances, added 
as an amendment to the proposal, 
is expected to save the council 
£56,000 and is in line with the 
two-year pay freeze in place for 
staff at Suffolk County Council. 

Savings of £12m will be made 
through improving efficiency and 
removing processes while £8m 
will be cut from the council’s adult 
care services. 

Cllr Mark Bee, leader of the 
council, said: “I’ve made it very 
clear that what I want to see is the

creation of a budget that saves 
money on back-office and 
bureaucracy, protects, as much as 
possible, front-line services and 
keeps council tax down. 

“I’m pleased that despite the 
financial circumstances we are 
facing, the budget we’ve agreed 
meets these expectations while at 
the same time makes it possible to 
invest some of our capital budget 
in major projects. 

“What’s important now is for 
the council to continue working in 
partnership and finding workable 
solutions to the financial 
challenges we face.

Approval of the budget followed 


a consultation exercise involving 
Suffolk residents and others. 
Another £24m of savings will be 
made at county level in 2013/14 in 
response to a 28 per cent cut in 
the authority’s Government 
funding and other factors. 

Cllr fane Storey, deputy leader 
and portfolio holder for resource 
management and transformation 
at the council, said: “How we 
spend public money is one of the 
biggest and most important 
decisions we have to make in local 
government. 

“The feedback we’ve had from 
Suffolk people this year has been 
hugely influential in shaping our 
approach to tackling the financial 
challenges we’re facing. 

“Strong financial management 
has always been a political priority 
for this administration and I 
believe we’re in a position to move 
forward and make the most of the 
resources we have available to us.”

Pre-school’s bid 
to rescue centre 


A PRE-SCHOOL has launched a 
£40,000 refurbishment campaign 
to rescue a much-loved comm¬ 
unity centre in Newmarket. 

Little Buds Pre-School is set on 
reversing the fortunes of Studlands Park 
Community Centre, which is making a 
loss of up to £4,000 a year. 

The pre-school took over the running 
of the centre from Forest Heath in 
September and it is working with the 
council, which has pledged to fund the 
centre’s deficit up to £4,000 a year for 
three years, to restore the centre to 
profit. 

While the pre-school is confident it 
will turn things around, fears have been 
expressed for the future of the centre, 
which is used by about 10,000 people a 
year, if it does not. 

Fundraising is taking place to allow a 
storage extension to be built at the 
Brickfields Avenue centre so one of its 
existing rooms can be released for hire.

The centre will also undergo a 
complete refurbishment principally 
paid for by Forest Heath District 
Council which will include a new 
ceiling, windows, doors, toilets and the 
redecoration of the interior. 

Antoinette Still, chairman of the Little 
Buds Pre-School Limited company set 
up to run the community centre, said: 
“We believe to make this facility a 
sustainable one, we have to increase the 
storage space which would allow us to 
bring into use the small room currently 
used for storage. 

“We have already had an enquiry 
about the hire of the space which would 
boost income by about £2,000 per year.” 

Bill George, administrator for the 
company, said they would appeal for 
funds from different sources to meet 


their target. He said: “We will have some 
cake stalls and car boots and that kind 
of thing, but obviously we are going to 
apply for some grants because it’s quite 
a large amount of money to raise in 
quite a short time.” 

Cllr Nigel Roman, deputy leader of 
the council and chairman of its 
community services committee, said: 
“This is about a facility being run by the 
community, for the community and 
hats off to Little Buds Pre-school for 
taking on the challenge. 

“The district council has committed 
funds to the refurbishment and is 
working with the pre-school to secure 
additional external funding to add value 
to the refurbishment.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers of Suffolk County 
Council has set the ball rolling with a 
grant of £1,000 from her locality budget.

Pupils’ results ’could 
harm business hopes’ 


FAILURE to improve the 
educational performance of Forest 
Heath’s youngsters will keep 
undermining the district’s appeal 
to business, a report has warned. 

A Forest Heath District Council group 
scrutinised the attainment and 
aspirations of the district’s children 
because of their “continuing poor 
educational attainment figures” with the 
aim of identifying what drives 
attainment and how to improve it. 

Failure to... make a difference 
ultimately to the skills base of the 
workforce in Forest Heath will 
continue to undermine the ability to attract 
and retain new businesses in the district. 

Cllr Rona Burt 
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Cllr Rona Burt, chairman of the 
educational attainment task and finish 
group, said in her report to councillors: 
“There is a huge amount of work going 
on and the passion to provide high- 
quality education to the pupils is evident 
in the schools visited in Forest Heath.” 

But the full review said the percentage 
of children in Forest Heath hitting the 
required level four at Key Stage 2 in 2011 
lagged one per cent behind the county’s 
figure and five per cent behind the 
national average. 

The percentage of students achieving 
five or more GCSEs at grades A* to C 
including English and maths in Forest 
Heath was in the mid-40s, compared to 


54 per cent in Suffolk and 58 per cent 
nationally. 

The 2008 results for post-16 education 
showed 0.5 per cent more people in 
Forest Heath had no qualifications than 
in Suffolk and while 29 per cent of 
people in England in 2008 had a 
qualification above a level four NVQ, 
Suffolk’s figure was 21.5 per cent and the 
district’s was 16.5 per cent. 

Cllr Burt’s report said: “The council 
has both a key role and a vested interest 
in improving the educational attainment 
of young people in the district. Failure to 
influence these outcomes and make a 
difference ultimately to the skills base of 
the workforce in Forest Heath will 
continue to undermine the ability to 
attract and retain new businesses in the 
district.” 

Cllr Robin Millar, the group’s vice- 


chairman, met the headteachers of the 
Mildenhall pyramid and they concluded 
there was a lack of aspiration in 
youngsters and more parental support 
advisors were needed. It was felt the 
council could help in both areas. 

Task and finish group members said 
responsibility for education should not 
be seen as only Suffolk County Council’s 
responsibility. They recommended 
Forest Heath should help secure Home 
Start provision for the district, work with 
the county council to support school 
governors and assist the chambers of 
commerce and education providers to 
make sure a local business perspective 
features in careers advice provision, for 
example. 

The recommendations will be put 
before the full council for approval in 
March. 


Councils’ and union’s apprenticeship 
agreement is a first for the country 


THE first apprenticeship 
agreement between empl¬ 
oyers and unions in the 
country has been co-created 
and signed by Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Forest Heath, St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council and 
Unison, a public sector trade 
union, drew up the model 
accord which Unionlearn, 
the union’s learning and 
skills body, hopes to roll out 
across the country. 


The agreement details the 
obligations of the workplace, 
union and apprentices to 
ensure there is a 
standardised approach to 
employing apprentices. 

Craig Young, Unison 
learning coordinator at the 
council - who also works for 
the union - said: “Unison 
has been working on 
encouraging employers to 
commit to supporting 
apprenticeships and 


ensuring that all apprentices 
are treated fairly and 
consistently and have a 
positive experience. I have 
been into many workplaces 
and seen how widely this 
varies. The model agreement 
will be an essential tool in 
maximising the benefits to 
the organisation and the 
individual.” 

Cllr James Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath, said: “We 
are only too pleased to be 


part of this model 
agreement. There is a need 
to find employment 
opportunities for our young 
people and developing and 
promoting apprentices in 
the community will benefit 
the employer as well as the 
individual.” 

The agreement was signed 
by the councils and 
Unionlearn at the St 
Edmundsbury headquarters 
in Bury St Edmunds.

PCSO ‘nudged’ by car 


A POLICE Community Support 
Officer has been praised by 
magistrates for “sticking to her 
guns” after she was nudged by 
a car twice in Newmarket. 

Hannah Rogers of the Newmarket 
Safer Neighbourhood Team had 
been nudged twice by Steven Starr’s 
car in High Street on Saturday, 
January 28, West Suffolk Magistrates’ 
Court heard on Thursday. 

The court heard she had put a 
fixed penalty notice on the car. 
Rosalind Cappleman, prosecuting, 
said: “She (PCSO Rogers) saw Mr 
Starr and heard him muttering and 
tutting. She turned around and 
asked him if he was OK. He replied: 
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“No I’m not OK, you have just put a 
ticket on my car.” 

PCSO Rogers said he could 
contest the ticket but Starr began 
shouting and swearing and she 
called a constable for assistance. 

The court heard Starr, of Rampton 
Road in Willingham, got into the car 
and caught the PCSO’s shoulder as 
he tried to close the door. 

PCSO Rogers stood in front of the 
car to prevent him driving off while 
the constable spoke to him but Starr 
started to creep forward, the car 
pushed into her right leg and she 


stepped aside. 

Starr then stopped at a traffic light 
in High Street and PCSO Rogers ran 
after him and tried to open the car 
door and the car again pushed into 
PCSO Rogers’ leg. 

Lyndon Davies, mitigating, said 
Starr, 35, had a long history of 
depression and anxiety. He said 
Starr had believed the officers were 
traffic wardens and he had already 
been given a ticket and when it was 
suggested they had been members 
of the police he immediately called 
the force to apologise and offered to 
hand himself in. 

Speaking of the first nudge from 
the car, he said Starr said he had not 
been aware he had pushed into 


PCSO Rogers and had no intention 
of driving until she had moved. 

He said: “You have heard about 
Mr Starr’s early guilty plea and also 
his full remorse and, as he says, he is 
ashamed of his actions.” 

Magistrate Huw Davies said they 
wanted to commend the PCSO and 
ordered Starr to pay £200 for 
assaulting a designated/accredited 
person, £100 for the public order 
offence, £85 costs, £100 comp¬ 
ensation to PCSO Rogers and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

He added: “We are aware that she 
was not injured but it must have 
been terrifying for her to have a 
motor vehicle, however slowly, 
driven towards her.”

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Pampering session with 
a difference for women

As if being diagnosed with cancer wasn’t devastating enough, the side-effects of treatment - 
which can dramatically change your appearance - can be shattering. But help is at hand for 
women in Cambridge who want to look good - and feel better. Emma Higginbotham reports. 


I T’S not difficult to 
find the Look 
Good... Feel 
Better skincare and 
make-up workshop. 

A babble of happy 
chatter leads me straight 
to 12 ladies sitting around 
a table, busily dipping 
into gift bags bulging with 
beauty products, and 
trying on lipsticks, 
blushers and concealers. 

But this is no ordinary 
pampering session. We’re 
at the Cambridge Cancer 
Help Centre in Great 
Shelford, and the ladies 
are being taught 
specifically how to deal 
with the visible side- 
effects of their cancer 
treatment. 

“The best thing about it 
is the smiles on 
everybody’s faces when 
they leave,” says Sheila 
Bearman, regional co¬ 
ordinator for Look Good.. 
. Feel Better (LGFB). 
“Sometimes they’re very 
nervous coming in, 
because they don’t know 
what to expect. But by the 
time they leave, even the 
people who were nervous 
are happy and laughing. 


It’s just really worthwhile.” 

LGFB, the beauty 
industry’s charity, has 
been running these 
workshops nationwide 
since 1994. The reason is 
simple: they know that 
finding out you have 
cancer is daunting and 
life-changing in itself, but 
dealing with the way your 
appearance can change 
as a result of your 
treatment can have 
serious consequences on 
your self-esteem - at 
precisely the time when 
having a positive attitude 
is so vital. 

All the sessions follow 
the same format: up to 12 
ladies are given a 
cosmetic ‘tool kit’ (a gift 
bag brimming with 
products donated by top 
cosmetic and toiletry 
companies), then a team 
of volunteer beauty 
consultants begin to work 
their magic: “And it does 
exactly what it says: if you 
look good, you feel 
better,” says Sheila. 

“Women face all sorts 
of problems as a result of 
their treatment, 
everything from dry skin 
to losing their eyebrows 


and eyelashes. 

“One of the main things 
we do is show them how 
to make it look as though 
they have eyelashes: if you 
look at somebody straight 
on, you don’t actually see 
great big long lashes, you 
see dark around the eyes,” 
she explains. “You can 
create that look with 
eyeliner, and it really does 
give the appearance of 
having eyelashes.” 

The ladies are also 
shown how to measure 
where their eyebrows 
would be: “and then when 
you frame the eyes with 
eyebrows, using feathered 
strokes with eyeliner, it 
actually completes the 
face.” 

High colour is another 
problem caused by 
cancer treatments “so we 
have a product they can 
put on, and we show 
them how to take down 
that redness as well”, says 
Sheila. 

“We do all sorts of 
things, really, and the 
ladies always seem so 
happy that they look like 
everyone else. It really 
does make them feel 
better about themselves.” 


Louise Drinkwater, 
from Huntingdon, first 
heard about LGFB 
through Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital, where she had 
her chemotherapy “It’s 
taken me a little while to 
be well enough to come,” 
she says, “but it’s been 
nice to try different things 
with the make-up - and 
try and find what I used to 
look like, pre-cancer.” 

The 37-year-old was 
diagnosed with 
inflammatory breast 
cancer - the rarest and 
most aggressive strain of 
the disease - in June last 
year. 

“A mass appeared in my 
breast in the space of a 
few days, and felt very 
warm to the touch. 

“It was like mastitis, 
which is what it’s always 
misdiagnosed as, and I 
was no different: I went to 
my GP with discharge 
from my nipple and a 
rash, but unfortunately I 
wasn’t referred at that 
point; I was put on 
antibiotics for an 
infection.” 

It took two more visits 
to her GP before she was 
finally referred to a 
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consultant “and then I was 
diagnosed on a visual 
examination”. 

It transpired that Louise 
had a nine by eight 
centimetre tumour in her 
breast, and she had to 
endure four months of 
chemotherapy treatment 
which was, she says, 
“gruelling”. 

“I*ve got two young 
children - they’re 4 and 7 - 
so that was a very tough 
summer,” she adds. 

A full mastectomy and 
lymph node clearance 
followed, and Louise has 
only just finished three 
weeks of radiotherapy: “So 
I’m very tired and very 
sore. But it’s important to 
just carry on. You’ve got to 
get on with it, knowing that 
it gets better.” 

Does she ever think ‘why 
me’? “I’ve been through 
that a million times, but 
then you think well, why 
not me? It happens. There 
are people an awful lot 
younger than me who have 
got awful cancers; there’s a 
lady here today who’s lost 
her eye. So actually I do 
count myself fortunate in 
some ways.” 

And, she adds, she’d 
highly recommend the 
LGFB workshops. “Come 
and give it a go - it gives 
you something else to 
think about for an 
afternoon,” she says. 

“Breast cancer tends to 
rob you of everything you 
are as a female. You lose 
your breasts, you have to 
deal with losing your hair 
very quickly, and not just 


your hair, your eyebrows 
and eyelashes. 

“But it does get better. 
You have to try and find 
something in it to laugh at, 

I think, so I try and laugh a 
lot. You get one life, so you 
have to live it, don’t you?” 

For Raylene Armstrong, 
the workshop has been a 
real tonic. “Sometimes you 
get so tied up in the 
medical side that you 
neglect yourself a little bit, 
so it helps the whole 
positivity side of things,” 
she says. “How often do 
you spend a couple of 
hours of‘you time’?” 

Raylene, who’s also 37, 
was diagnosed with breast 
cancer last August. “I do 
check myself quite 
regularly, but when I found 
a lump I kind of put it to 
the back of my mind. 

“Then I watched a 
programme on BBC3 
about a teenage boy who 
had cancer, and afterwards 
I said to my husband ‘I 
think I found a lump; I 
know it’s nothing... ’ and he 
said ‘you must go and 
make an appointment’.” 

Within a month of 
visiting her GP and being 
diagnosed, Raylene - a 
mum-of-one from 
Cambridge - began her 
chemotherapy. “It was 
hideous. I know everyone’s 
experience is different, but 
mine was awful,” she said. 

“But the real positive is it 
killed the cancer, so for me 
it was a small price to pay 
for getting rid of it.” 

Raylene finished her 
chemotherapy in 


December and is waiting 
to have radiotherapy, so 
events like the LGFB 
workshops are, she says, a 
welcome relief. “Your 
appearance changes quite 
a bit: through the chemo I 
lost my eyebrows, my hair 
and my eyelashes, so it’s 
nice to have some well¬ 
being time, really. My face 
has never had so much 
attention!” 

And, she adds, the 
workshops are more fun 
than she was expecting. 
“The atmosphere’s really 
friendly; it’s set up to be 
almost be like a dinner 
party, with everyone 
chatting and moving 
around the room so you 
get to know different 
people. We’ve all been 
sharing stories and geeing 
each other up, really. 

“I’d definitely 
recommend it,” she adds. 
“It’s really good to be kind 
to yourself, especially 
when you’re going through 
the medical treatment. 

“This is a chance to 
focus on you, to give 
yourself a little boost, to 
meet friendly faces and 
have a bit of pampering. 
Who wouldn’t want that?”

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Magic kingdom beckons 



Kate Sagovsky, director of the 
Marlowe Society’s latest 
production, tells JENNIFER 
SHELTON about her vision for 
Shakespeare’s most magical play 


M ISCHIEVOUS fairies, runaway 
lovers, a man with the head of a 
donkey - and not a brooding 
monologue in sight: it’s no wonder A 
Midsummer Night s Dream remains one 
of Shakespeare’s most-performed, most- 
taught, most accessible plays. 

That’s the view shared by Kate 
Sagovsky, director of a new adaptation 
by the Marlowe Society, showing at 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week. 

Time for a quick plot summary: 
Hermia and Lysander are in love, but 
forbidden to marry so they flee into the 
woods. Helena loves Demetrius, but 
Demetrius isn’t interested. They also 
head for the woods. Meanwhile, king 
and queen of the fairies, Oberon and 
Titania, are quarrelling - enter Robin 
Goodfellow (or Puck), who proceeds to 
wreak havoc by administering love 
potion to all the wrong people. At the 
same time, a band of incompetent actors, 
including the enthusiastic Bottom, 
attempt to put on a play. 

“There are two things about it,” says 
Kate, when asked what makes it so 
enduring. 

“First, there’s the element of magic 
and imagination, which is really the 
essence of theatre. And the other thing is 
the relationship between the main 
characters. They’re people that we 
recognise, and that’s where the humour 
comes from, because we can see 


ourselves in these people. Working on 
this production you really notice how 
human these characters are, and I’m 
hoping that’ll come across.” 

So who does she empathise with 
most? “I think Helena is an amazing 
character because she’s so steadfast in 
her love for Demitrius, hoping against 
hope that something will happen. 
Working in theatre, that can often 
happen too! I think she’s a really strong 
character but she’s not always seen that 
way. Then Puck’s so much fun but also 
slightly an outsider. He makes me laugh 
but also pulls at my heartstrings.” 

Artistic director at Freefall Theatre, 
Cambridge-born Kate was delighted to 
be called on to direct the Marlowe’s 
latest project. 

“The Marlowe Society (one of 


Cambridge University’s oldest societies 
which has turned out such names as Sir 
Ian McKellen, Derek Jacobi and Trevor 
Nunn) has this great thing where once a 
year they put on a play at the Arts 
Theatre and get in a professional director 
and designer and things to give the 
students some professional experience. 

“It’s quite funny too because I did 
work experience at the Arts Theatre 
education department during my gap 
year - all the first things I ever did were 
in Cambridge. I went to the King 
Slocombe School of Dance in the centre 
of town and I’ve done panto at the Corn 
Exchange - so it’s really funny to be 
back! 

“I’ve been sending emails out to my 
old teachers and thanking them for all 
the help they’ve given me in getting 


here, and some of them are going to be 
coming along. It makes me feel very 
adult!” 

Having discovered Shakespeare at an 
early age, Kate - who has also been 
involved in the education programme at 
the RSC Movies department - is also 
keen to get as many young people as 
possible along to see the show. 

“I think it’s so important for kids to 
see it done on stage,” she explains. 

“I certainly felt very grateful for the 
education I got when I was growing up 
in Cambridge, and I have a really strong 
desire to make Shakespeare as fun and 
as accessible as possible for young 
people and students, as well as people 
who would normally come to the theatre. 
A Midsummer Night s Dream is perfect 
for that. We’re using mask work for the 


animals, and it’s got a newly-written, 
modern soundtrack which was done by a 
student. We’ve got quite a lot of schools 
already booked in for the schools’ 
matinees, and we’ve been doing some 
education training days where the actors 
go out and work with young people in 
schools. Adults are sometimes surprised 
how much of Shakespeare children can 
grasp.” 

While most people’s introduction to 
the bard comes with studying it for 
school, Kate saw her first Shakespeare 
aged 8 when she was taken to see 
Kenneth Brannagh’s Much Ado About 
Nothing on the big screen. 

“My mum dragged us to the cinema,” 
she laughs, “and I totally fell in love 
with it! My parents picked up on that 
and took me to Stratford to see The 
Taming of the Shrew (since she has the 
same name as the protagonist, of 
course), and apparently I came out and 
said: ‘but who tells them all what to do?’ 
and my mum said: ‘there’s a person 
called a director’ - and so I told them 
that’s what I was going to be. 

“The more I delve into Shakespeare, 
the more I can’t get my head around the 
depth and breadth of it,” Kate concludes. 

“I’ve done quite a bit of Shakespeare in 
the last few months and just one play can 
fascinate you for months at a time in 
rehearsals, and he did so many ... there is 
so much cliche around ‘Shakespeare the 
genius’, but I can honestly say I’ve never 
come across any other literary figure like 
him. I don’t think it’s fiction that we’ve 
created that myth around him. When you 
delve into his plays it’s mind-blowing.”

Flying the 
floral flag 


T HE landmark events of 
2012 - namely the 
Queen’s 60-year reign, 
followed by the Olympics - are 
set to prompt patriotic gardeners 
to fly the flag for Britain this 
year in the form of red, white 
and blue designs in their beds, 
borders and containers. 

Blue and white lobelia, red salvias and 
geraniums and other bedding favourites 
could be the mainstay for many borders. 
The challenge will be getting these 
colours in the garden in time for the 
jubilee celebrations in the first week of 
June. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS) has just launched an advisory 
page on its website ( www.rhs.org.uk ) 
providing advice and suggestions to 
gardeners wanting to go for red, white 
and blue planting schemes, bringing 
together a selection of suitable plants 
that will go well together. 

“Unfortunately, June is not the best 
time to have masses of colour from 
plants grown from seeds,” says Jenny 
Bowden, RHS advisor. “But we have 
come up with some great suggestions 
that are relatively easy to grow. 

“We know how important these two

wonderful events are to people and we 
just thought that some patriotic planting 
would help in the celebrations.” 

The secret will be to buy partially 
grown plug and mini-plants such as 
white verbenas, lobelias and Nemesia 
‘Wisley Vanilla’, red pelargoniums 
(geraniums) and blue Lobelia ‘Panthera 
Cobalt’ to put in containers and hanging 
baskets. These plants will have to be 
purchased as early as possible. Plant 
centres are likely to have supplies from 
April. 

“Although it will be necessary to get 
the plants into containers and hanging 
baskets as soon as possible, gardeners 
also need to ensure that they are kept in 
sunny, frost-free conditions until the 
threat of frost has passed. A temperature 
of 15C (59F) is ideal,” says Bowden. 

Themed selections for June flowering 



include Petunia grandiflora ‘Jubilee 
Mixed’, from Suttons (www.suttons. 
co.uk). Compact in habit and reaching a 
height of 25-30cm (10-12in), they 
should be sent out as young plants in late 
April. 

Another Suttons celebratory package 
includes Calibrachoa Superbells ‘Red 
Devil’, Lobelia ‘Panthera Cobalt’ and 
Verbena ‘Superbena White’, which 
should perform all summer in baskets or 
containers. Young plants will be sent out 
in May. 

Verbena ‘Union Jack’ collection is 
being offered by Vernon Geranium 
Nursery ( www.geraniumsuk.com ). With 
delivery at the end of April, there should 
be time for plants to settle in and start 
flowering for June. 

DT Brown ( www.dtbrownseeds. co.uk) 
is offering a patriotic blend of young 


highly scented red, white and blue sweet 
pea plants, which should be delivered in 
late March and, once hardened off, can 
be planted in their permanent positions. 

As the Olympics and Paralympics are 
being run during the end of July, August 
and early September, gardeners will have 
enough time to grow plants from seeds 
for these celebrations. 

The RHS suggests growing red, white 
and blue sweet peas, red-flowered Salvia 
splendens, Nicotiana (tobacco plant) in 
red and white, and blue flowers such as 
ageratums or Salvia farinacea ‘Victoria’. 

However, if the thought of a red, white 
and blue border stirs up images of old- 
fashioned planting schemes often seen in 
parks or on roundabouts, vertical 
displays may provide a more 
contemporary feel. 

Consider planting a wall of blue,

white and red with verbenas, ivy-leaved 
pelargoniums, lobelias and begonias. 

RHS Garden Harlow Carr, in North 
Yorkshire, is extending the theme to 
vegetables by planting red (‘Highland 
Burgundy Red’), blue (‘Purple Majesty’) 
and white (‘Elisabeth’) potatoes, while 
all four RHS gardens will be featuring 
planting displays to celebrate both the 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee and the 
London Olympics. 

Other patriotic veg might include the 
purple/blue variety of carrots, ‘Purple 
Haze’, white cauliflower ‘Avalanche’, 
runner bean ‘Painted Lady’which 
produces red and white flowers and 
rainbow chard, for its colourful red 
stems. 

Flying the flag opens up so many 
opportunities for gardeners to go red, 
white and blue this summer.

Monumental power for new BMW M6 


BMW’s new M6 range has 
been unveiled, with higher 
performance, lower fuel 
consumption and 
increased touring range. 

The flagship M car 
boasts monumental power 
and torque figures from the 
same turbocharged V8 
seen in the M5. With 
554bhp and 502lb.ft, the 
latter available all the way 
from 1,500rpm to 
5,750rpm, the coupe 
sprints to 62mph in just 
4.2 seconds followed by 
the slightly heavier 
convertible at 4.3 
seconds. 

Both versions are limited 
to 155mph, but more 
impressive is a claimed 
figure of 28.5mpg for the 
coupe. Its C02 emissions 
will stand at232g/km; the 
soft top recording 
239g/km. 

BMW has worked to 
maintain a close-to-perfect 
weight distribution front to 
rear. Combined with a 
number of upgrades to the 
chassis compared to the 
standard 6 Series, the M6 
aims to represent the 
pinnacle of large sports 
cars. Variable Damper 
Control is standard, 
allowing drivers to tailor 
the suspension to their 
preferences.

Settings can also be 
memorised and saved to 
’MV and ’M2’ buttons, so 
drivers can have their 
preferred cruising and 
sports settings 
combinations accessible 
via one button. 

To improve cruising 
range, the new M6 has 
been given a larger 80-litre 
fuel tank. Combined with 
the decreased fuel 
consumption, it leads to a 
theoretical range of just 
over 500 miles - but then 
the tank would be dry. 

Boot capacity has been 
increased too, up to 450 
litres in the coupe and up 
to 350 litres in the 


convertible, depending on 
the position of the roof. 

The weight of the folding 
roof prevents it from being 
among the world’s fastest, 
but 19 seconds to retract 
and 24 to fold back up is 
not bad. 

As standard, the cars will 
have 19-inch wheels but 
can be upgraded with 20- 
inch ’lightweight’ options. 

Satellite navigation is one 
of many goodies included 
in the coupe’s £93,795 
price tag.

Dazzled! Why headlights 
are getting dangerous 


AN overwhelming 
majority (73 per cent) of 
British motorists find 
modern, high-intensity 
headlights dazzling and 
consider them a danger 
to other road users. 

Mark Bower-Dyke, 

chairman of Be Wiser 
Insurance, comments: 
“Through no fault of their own 
some drivers are causing a lot 
of issues for other road users, 
especially on unlit country 
roads and motorways.” 

Over a sixth (15 per cent) 
single out 4x4 drivers as the 
worst culprits. 

Mark Bower-Dyke 

continues: “4x4 vehicles have 
become very common, and 


there is a considerable height 
difference between the 
shortest and tallest cars. 
Because of this most cars’ 
rear-view mirrors are aligned 
with a 4x4’s headlights, 
through no fault of either 
driver. It certainly doesn’t help 
the image of ‘the 
inconsiderate 4x4 driver’ that 
they’re often blinding their 
fellow road users!” 

The dazzling nature of these 
headlights can be especially 
dangerous on country roads 
and motorways. 

Mark Bower-Dyke 

comments: “Oncoming traffic 
with extra-bright modern 
lights is a particular problem 
on country roads. Often these 
roads are trickier to navigate 


in the dark and the 
momentary loss of vision 
because of extra bright 
headlights is enough to cause 
some drivers to panic.” 

Many respondents 

commented that they were 
unable to see far enough 
ahead on country roads and 
have suffered from “near 
misses” because of extra- 
bright modern headlights. 

On motorways, while it’s 
easy enough to flick the glare 
switch on the rear-view, bright 
headlamps can make wing- 
mirrors useless. 

Mark Bower-Dyke 

comments: “If you’re often 
suffering from others’ 
headlights then the best way 
to not be dazzled is to avoid 


looking into headlights 
whenever possible and 
ensuring the windscreen is 
clean to reduce glare.” 

Most motorists who owned 
a car with high intensity lights 
said the benefit of being able 
to see better made them feel 
safer on the road. 

Mark Bower-Dyke 

concludes: “Brighter 

headlights are safer up to a 
point; when other road users 
become dazzled and 
distracted by extra bright 
headlights then safety actually 
decreases. 

“Dipping your headlights so 
as not to blind other road 
users isn’t only going to make 
roads friendlier; it might make 
them safer too!”

seven-year-old will start his 
season. He has made two 
unsuccessful stabs at the 
Dubai showpiece. 

■ Newmarket-based John 
Ferguson and jockey James 
Owen teamed up for a treble 
at the Cambridge University 
Draghounds point-to-point 
meeting at Cottenham, 
scoring with Macklin, Elvis 
The King and Dr Harry Who. 


RICHARD Hills will retire from 
race-riding next month after a 
career spanning 33 years. 

Hills, retained first jockey to 
owner Sheikh Hamdan Al 
Maktoum since 1997, will ride for 
the last time on Dubai World Cup 
night at Meydan on March 31. 

The 49-year-old is currently in 
Dubai, and issued a statement 
through his British agent, John 
Robertson. 

Hills said: “It has been my 
privilege to ride for Sheikh Hamdan 
Al Maktoum as first jockey for the 
last 15 years and previously as 
second jockey to W (Willie) Carson 
for two years. 

“No jockey could have ridden for 
a more loyal and supportive owner. 

“I was very fortunate to start my 
career with a great man in Tom 
Jones, and without him much of 
what I have achieved would not 
have been possible.” 

Hills, who lives in Newmarket, 
rode five British Classic winners for 
Sheikh Hamdan, landing the 1000 
Guineas on Harayir (1995), Lahan 
(2000) and Ghanaati (2009). 

He won the 2000 Guineas on 
Haafhd in 2004 - like Ghanaati 
trained by his father, Barry - and 


the Oaks on the Michael Jarvis- 
trained Eswarah in 2005. In 1999, 
Hills won the Dubai World Cup on 
the Saeed Bin Suroor-trained 


Almutawakel. Hills had the first of 
more than 1,840 domestic winners 
on Border Dawn at Doncaster in 
October 1979 and soon rose to 


prominence, being appointed 
Sheikh Hamdan’s second jockey 
in 1995. 

He had already landed his first 
Group One win in those famous 
blue and white silks on Ashal in 
the Gold Cup at Royal Ascot in 
1990. His other major victories 
included four Group One races on 
the Marcus Tregoning-trained 
Nayef - the 2001 Champion Stakes, 
the 2002 Dubai Sheema Classic, the 
2002 Juddmonte International and 
the Prince of Wales’s Stakes in 
2003, which he also won on Mtoto 
in 1987. 

A renowned judge of pace, two of 
Hills’ best front-running 
performances came in the Queen 
Elizabeth II Stakes at Ascot when 
providing big shocks on Maroof in 
1994 and Summoner in 2001. 

He also won the St Leger at 
Doncaster in 1999 on Mutafaweq 
for Godolphin. 

Hills is a member of the famed 
Hills racing dynasty. His twin 
brother is fellow jockey Michael 
Hills, their father is the retired 
former top trainer Barry Hills, 
while brothers John and Charles are 
both trainers. His son Patrick is also 
a jockey.
